POLAND Plans Three Oilseeds Processing Plants. The Polish oilseed 
industry announced a tender for the construction of three oilseed processing 
plants. Total capacity of the plants is expected to be about 450,000 metric 
tons annually. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


U.S. Poultry Exports to JAPAN Remain Strong. Buoyed by the 
strengthened purchasing power of the yen, U.S. first quarter exports of chicken 
parts to Japan continued at a record pace. First quarter exports are up 
slightly from last year with over 11,000 tons exported to Japan. As the largest 
chicken parts market for the United States, Japan imported 67,000 tons last year 
with a value of $76 million. Japanese trade sources expect total imports to 
rise to 200,000 tons this year, with imports form the United States to increase 
to 75,000 tons. 


COTTON AND FIBERS 


U.S. Cotton Sales to MALAYSIA Double. Exports of U.S. cotton to 
Malaysia rose sharply in early 1986/87 due to more competitive U.S. cotton 
prices, according to the U.S. agricultural attache in Kuala Lumpur. During the 
first half of the marketing year, U.S. cotton shipments were 24,000 bales--more 
than double the 1985/86 total of 10,400 bales. With attractive world prices, 
total Malaysian cotton usage is expected to increase 15 percent over last year's 
level to about 125,000 bales. 


FRUITS 


U.S. Cherries Score Big in JAPAN. Fresh sweet cherries from California 
are now being imported into Japan as a result of an agreement finalized last 
year. The 1987 import period was May 25-June 7. California exporters expect 
shipments to exceed 170,000 18—pound cartons, valued at $25 (f.0.b.) per carton, 
for a total export value of $4.25 million.
